GOOD WISHES FOR NEW ADMIN- 
TION. 
That which a few years ago was 
Drought to be an absolute impossibili­ 
ty— the delivery of the government of 
Missouri into the hands of republicans 
— became an accomplished fact this 
afternoon when Governor Hyde, to­ 
gether with heads of all the state de­ 
partments,^ formaly took over control 
of the offices to which they were elec­ 
ted last November. 
The General Assembly, already or­ 
ganized, is republican by a large ma­ 
jority, both on joint ballot and as sep­ 
arate houses, and the ceremonies of 
this afternoon, inaugurating the exe­ 
cutive officers, placed the cap-stone 
on the construction of new party con­ 
trol of the state that will last for at 
least four years. 
While there can not be sincere re­ 
gret on the part of democrats over this 
condition, not only because of party 
feeling but also because they believe 
that the principles of the party are 
best for government, both in state and

of the exceedingly useful

which they have been accustomed to 
distribute; and others of them, includ­

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MORE POWER FOR THE SENATE. 
Senator Penrose is not yet an old 
man but he seems to be growing gar­ 
rulous as his years increase.

career, and this despite the fact that 
he has been afflicted with a serious 
illness from 
which 
he 
has not yet 
made complete recovery. 
Part of the 
legend— a legend in winch there is a 
great deal of truth— about Penrose's 
powrer arose from his capacity for un­ 
limited silence. 
His silence gave his 
personality 
an 
air of mystery, and 
people are always impressed by the 
mysterious. 
The senator seems to have aban­ 
doned these 
methods which 
have 
served him so well 
and 
there is at 
least a possibility that the change will 
gradually impair the prestige which 
he has enjoyed and the power which 
he ligs exercised. 
If he continues to 
talk so much 
for the. newspapers, 
there will 
soon 
be no mystery sur­ 
rounding him at all, and 
the public 
will discover that after all he is just 
an ordinary human. Especially is this 
likely to be the case if the character 
of Mr. Penrose's remarks so far may 
be taken as an index of his further ob­ 
servations. 
Take, for instance, what 
he has just said about the problem of 
choosing a secretary of state. He says 
that he does not “think that it mat­ 
ters much who is secretary of state. 
Congress— especially the senate— will 
blaze 4?he way in connection with our 
foreign policies. I do not think we will 
be satisfied to sit back and take the 
program of any escretary of state." 
That is, in all the circumstances, a 
* notable utterance and it deserves tfie 
attention it is attracting. 
The coun­ 
try recently heard a good deal about 
the “Senatorial oligarchy." 
The sen­ 
ate— or, rather, a group in the senate 
— has 
been 
undertaking to run the 
country. It rejected the peace Treaty; 
it nominated 
one of its 
number for 
president; it brought about his elec­ 
tion. Now*—if we are to take Senator 
Penrose at his word— it proposes to 
take over the executive and adminis­ 
trative 
departments of the 
govern­ 
ment.

This is the only interpretation that 
can be put upon Mr. Penrose’s extra­ 
ordinary utterance; 
and 
it is little 
short of amazing that the astute Penn­ 
sylvanian, aware of the anxiety with 
which many thTnking people observe

of power by the senate, should exhibit 
so openly and boldly the senate’s in­ 
tention to take still more ®ower to it­ 
self.

The consolidation can be made 
to group most of the departments 
of administration, except those cre­ 
ated by the Constitution. 
In every case I recommend that 
the activities of each department 
be put under the charge of one man 
to be called a comptroller. Boards 
are valuable in an advisory, inves­ 
tigative or ordinance capacity, but 
the board system of administration 
is in my judgment, a failure. Boards 
are unfit for effective executive or 
administrative work. They tend to­ 
ward delay, inefficiency and shift­ 
ing of responsibility. 
Even when 
unpaid, or paid only a nominal sal­ 
ary, boards are expensive. 
I there­ 
fore favor a replacement of all exe­ 
cutive hoards with a single respon­ 
sible individual. 
There exist, however, in the state 
several boards which are provided 
for in the Constitution. 
These are 
the board of curators of the State 
University, the state board of equ­ 
alization, and the hoard of educa­ 
tion; while the state board of agr!* 
culture was created ten years be­ 
fore the adoption of the state con­ 
stitution. 
They must be left with 
the power given them by the Con­ 
stitution. 
The heads of each of the several 
consolidated 
departments 
should 
•serve only at the pleasure of the 
governor, and their term should be 
made to end with his. 
During the 
period of his office, they should be 
made easily removable. 
Their sal­ 
aries should be made commensur­ 
ate with the responsibility imposed, 
having regard to the salaries of 
men in civil life of similar qualifi­ 
cations and ability. 
The claim may be made that it 
would be better for Missouri to ap­ 
point a commission of experts, fin­ 
ance it, and give the commission 
time in which to make a survey of 
the state activities, in order that a 
closer study of the individual needs 
of Missouri may be made. 
This 
does not seem to be necessary. 
It 
would cause a delay of at least two 
years and an expense gf from twen­ 
ty-five thousand 
dollars 
to forty 
thousand dollars. 
The results of the studies made 
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means denied to some, or if mul­ 
tiple ballots he made by any means 
assured to 
others; 
or if. by any 
manner, 
elections 
be 
corrupted, 
then a blow bas been struck at the 
very foundation of 
this 
govern­ 
ment, and all that America means 
has been violated. 
To say that every qualified voter 
should have one 
vote, 
and only 
one; and that every vote shall he 
counted as cast. is to state a basic 
fundamental 
of 
Americanism, 
which is founded upon justice, equi­ 
ty and right. 
It would seem that 
any attempt to abridge or corrupt 
an honest ballot 
would 
bring in­ 
stant and complete condemnation 
from everv honest American. 
Nevertheless, it is a fact, unfor­ 
tunately all too well authenticated, 
that in some of the precincts of 
Missouri elections have, by various 
means, been corrupted or stolen. 
That the condition exists, none can 
successfully deny; that it must be 
speedily and effectively remedied, 
all of us must at once agree. 
It is no doubt true, that weak of­ 
ficials either by open connivance, 
or by equally culpable passive dere­ 
liction in duty, can and have cor­ 
rupted the operation of good law’s, 
and that strong t.fficials can #make 
a bad law workable and serviceable 
to some degree. Let us join in seek­ 
ing the happy condition of good of­ 
ficials armed with good laws for 
th** protection and guaranty of the 
right to vote, an American’s most 
precious possession. I urge the en­ 
actment of new laws 
and amend­ 
ments to old law’s which will safe­ 
guard the ballot, guarantee an hon­ 
est ballot box, and punish offend­ 
ers against the election laws. 
To this end, I recommend such 
changes in the law as will— 
(ll Permit the use of the socall­ 
ed blanket ballot. 
(21 Permit the appointment of 
judges and clerks from any other 
ward or precinct within a eMinty 
or city, whenever suitable persons 
cannot be found residing in the pre­ 
cinct in question. 
(31 Require the creation of new 
p recin cts whenever the number of 
q ualified voters in any precinct ex­ 
ceeds 500. 
(4) 'Require, when 
names upon 
the registration lists are challeng­ 
ed and duly notified that the person 
challenged may be cited to person­ 
ally appear before the election com­ 
missioners. 
Failure 
to so appear 
should make 
it 
mandatory 
that 
such person’s name be stricken off 
the registration lists. 
(5) Provide that, 
for 
purposes 
of identification, a voter presenting 
himself, he required 
to 
sign his 
name and such signature compared 
with the signature on the original

(6‘ Permit

School Legislation. 
0ne of the most important and 
far reaching matters to come be­ 
fore this session is the question of 


tho opening of the 


school legislation. I regret that the 
standing of Missouri among the 
states of the Union in education a t 
matters is not such as to give us 
cause for pride. I am sure that this 
legislature is anxious to change this 
condition, and to provide, so far as 
it may. the necessary solution of 
the problem presented. 
In considering 
legislation great 
weight should be given to the tes­ 
timony 
ami 
recommendations of 
the teachers and educational lead­ 
ers of this state, but it should never 
be forgotten that education is not 
solely 
a teachers’ 
problem. 
The 
problem of successful schools must 
he approached from the viewpoint 
of the citizen who provides the tax­ 
es and sends the children to the 
schools. 
The object of the school 
system is to afford to every child 
an opportunity for the best possible 
education and therefore the best 
possible opportunity in life. 
We must he and are interested in 
the State University, the State Nor­ 
mal Schools, and in higher educa­ 
tion. We must not fail to be just to 
the teachers, but we must not for­ 
get that the greatest go6d that can 
he accomplished must be accomp­ 
lished in those schools attended by 
the largest 
number 
of pupils. 
I 
hope that your attention will be 
given to primary, grade and high 
schools, and that legislation will be 
enacted which will make it possible 
for the development of consolidat­ 
ed schools in the 
rural 
districts. 
The cities of the state, due to their 
large taxable wealth, and to the de­ 
velopment of their community in­ 
terests, have been able in the past 
to develop 
schools 
of which the 
state can be and is proud. 
In the 
cities the situation is not so pres­ 
sing as I11 lh*1 rural districts, but 
since we are all, whether of city or 
country, of 
whatsoever 
creed or 
class, inextricably bound up togeth­ 
er in the same bundle, the problem 
of better schools is of equally great 
importance to us all. 
I hope that you will not overlook 
provisions that will afford to the 
colored citizens of Missouri an op­ 
portunity for the education of their 
children. 
It is a matter to be re­ 
gretted that there are a great many 
communities in Missouri where col­ 
ored children are 
denied 
proper 
educational facilities. This is a con­ 
dition which I think you will agree 
with me, should be speedily reme­ 
died. 


Immigration. 
The aeoline in rural population 
is a fact which must give serious 
concern to all wile are interested 
in the state of Missouri. Doubtless 
i» is true that better roads, better 
schools, a development of commu­ 
nity centers and 
other 
measures 
designed to increase 
the 
advan­ 
tages and attractions of farm life 
will do more than anything else to 
stop the trend away from the farm. 
Doubtless it is also true that the 
development of agricultural ma­ 
chinery has so increased the possi­ 
ble acreage one man can success­ 
fully cultivate that 
this 
develop­ 
ment has tended to the consolida­ 
tion of farm holdings. 
Nevertheless there is little trend 
to the farm and there is a large 
area of Missouri 
soil 
which lies 
idle for want of hands to w^ork it. 
The advantages of Missouri for 
dairying should „be brought to the 
attention 
of 
dairy 
communities 
such as exist in Wisconsin and iii 
Illinois. 
Missouri’s advantages for 
raising cotton should be brought 
to the notice of that part of the 
south which is particularly inter­ 
ested in this staple. Similarly as to 
horticulture, 
poultry 
and 
the 
. other opportunities which are of­ 
fered by the state. 
Much valuable 
work in stimulating 
development 
of our agricultural possibilities and 
in attVacting lo Missouri desirable 
citizens can bt done at moderate 
cost, by coordinating through an 
immigration bureau the efforts of 
individuals* commercial bodies and 
farm organizations. 
I therefore 
recommend the enlargement of the 
present law relating to the immi­ 
gration bureau w’ith reasonable ap­ 
propriation to give it effect. 
This 
branch of 
the 
state’s 
activities 
should be attached to the consoli­ 
dated department of agriculture. 
The development of the resourc­ 
es of the state is of immense im­ 
portance. 
Deposits 
of/ valuable 
clays, of coal, of lead and zinc are 
already well known, and partially 
developed. Other deposits of*equal 
value 
probably 
exist. 
There are 
gerat possibilities for water power. 
The geological survey of the state, 
already 
started, 
should 
be fully 
completed, and i 
results 
made 
available to all I sin ess interests.
